The  Class  of  1964  would  like  at  this  point  to  pause  briefly  and  pay  its  respects  to  one 
teacher,  who  for  the  past  two  years  has  commanded  the  respect  and  admiration  of  its  mem- 
bers. In  Dr.  Carl  Kelley  there  are  to  be  found  three  remarkable  characteristics  which  make 
him  stand  out  as  one  of  the  finest  instructors  in  the  history  of  Lick-Wilmerding:  a  warm  and 
subtle  wit,  a  formidable  intellect,  and  a  genuine  desire  to  teach  young  people. 

Carl  Franklin  Kelley  was  born  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  in  1916.  After  graduating 
from  high  school  in  1933,  he  was  engaged  in  undergraduate  studies  in  History  of  Art  and 
Architecture  at  Carnegie  Institute.  His  formal  academic  training  was  obtained  in  Europe, 
where  he  earned  two  doctorate  degrees,  the  first  at  the  University  of  Berlin  and  the  second 
at  the  German  University  of  Prague. 

Since  that  time  Dr.  Kelley  has  been  engaged  in  research,  instruction,  and  additional 
studies  on  a  number  of  philosophical,  aesthetic,  and  religious  topics  at  various  institutions 
of  higher  learning.  He  has  served  as  educational  director  for  work  camps  sponsored  by  the 
American  Friends  Service  Commission.  He  has  managed  and  edited  a  philosophical  quar- 
terly and  published  six  books  on  philosophical  and  historical  subjects.  In  addition,  since  1945 
he  has  been  a  writer,  critic,  and  reviewer  for  Harper  and  Brothers. 

He  came  to  Lick  in  the  autumn  of  1  962,  after  successful  completion  of  a  research  program 
and  two  series  of  lectures  at  the  University  of  California  in  Berkeley.  Dr.  Kelley  explained 
his  change  from  college  to  high  school  teaching  in  the  following  words:  "I  believe  that  reach- 
ing students  of  high  school  age  is  one  of  the  most  important  needs  of  education  in  America. 
They  must  learn  to  think." 

It  is,  therefore,  with  great  pride  and  a  sincere  wish  for  the  future  success  of  his  endeavors 
that  we  dedicate  this  yearbook  to  Carl  Franklin  Kelley,  Ph.  D. 
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Among  the  achievement  of  any  school  year,  the 
recording  of  those  achievements  is  too  seldom  con- 
sidered to  be  an  integral  part  of  each  year's  listings. 
It  is  certainly  overdue,  then,  for  an  acknowledgment 
to  appear  in  this  year's  Tiger  which  will  credit  all 
those  who  have  been  responsible  for  excellence  of 
the  1964  Tiger.  Into  each  school  annual  there  must 
go  hours  of  planning  in  order  to  meet  the  several 
deadlines  which  must  be  met  during  the  year.  There 
is  very  little  glamour  attached  to  the  work  of  the  ed- 
itor and  his  staff.  Assembling  pictures,  articles  and 
art  work  calls  for  following  an  unrelenting  schedule 
in  addition  to  continuing  vigilance  to  be  certain  that 
assignments  in  these  areas  are  met  by  schedule. 

Finally  after  a  year  of  working  on  an  organized 
and  demanding  schedule,  the  year-book  appears. 
Almost  before  the  editor  and  his  staff  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  scan  the  results  of  their  considerable  labor, 
someone  is  certain  to  report  an  error,  an  omission 
or  a  negative  opinion.  Then  the  editor  and  staff  face 
their  most  discouraging  moments  and  find  they  must 
rise  above  what  seems  to  be  injustice  and  lack  of  ap- 
preciation until  the  final  judgment,  the  thoughtful  and 
understanding  evaluation  is  made.  This  moment  is 
the  reward  they  deserve.  For  all  time  they  have  re- 
corded the  events  of  another  Lick  year.  This  is  no 
small  contribution  to  have  made  to  the  school's  his- 
tory. 

This  year  this  message  offers  praise  and  appre- 
ciation, long  overdue,  to  the  year-book  editor  and 
staff.  And  it  come  with  heartfelt  sincerity  from  an 
old  year-book  editor  -  and  I  do  mean  old  (Class  of 
1  923!)  -  who  still  remembers.

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Any  Lick  student  who  has  problems  or  is  a  problem  goes  to  see  the  Dean.  For  many 
years  the  figure  representing  help  and  justice  has  been  Mr.  Joseph  Pivernetz.  The  Dean 
irons  out  problems  involving  students  and  teachers  and  also  helps  students  with  their 
problems.  It  doesn't  take  long  to  realize  that  whether  he  is  reprimanding  a  boy  or  coun- 
seling him,  Mr.  Pivernetz  always  has  the  well-being  of  the  boy  and  the  good  of  the  school 
in  mind.
